Israel Assails 
Soviet Curbs. 
On Emigrants 


BELGRADE, Oct. 18 \OPD.— 
Israel today bluntly condemned 
the Soviet Union's restrictions on 
emigration of Jews and called on 
the Belgrade conference to work 
on the implementation of the 1975 
Helsinki accord’s human rights 
provisions. 

Israeli Ambassador Iayr Mimer- 
bi, speaking at a‘ plenary session 
of the 35-nation Belgrade confer- 
ence reviewing the Helsinki ac- 
cord, sald, “We did not come here 
to attack anybody, but the prob- 
tem of the Jews in the Soviet 
Union is too grave to be shelved 
quietly. 

“We are looking to you, the 
signatories of the Helsinki final 
act, with real hope in our hearts,” 
Mr, Minerbi said. Israel was 
among four countries including 
Algeria, Egypt and Lebanon that 
addressed the conference in their 
capacity of nonparticipating Medi- 
terranean states. 

“I am sure that all here agree 
that [concern about] the virus 
of anti-Semitism is included in 
the language concerning human 
tights of the Helsinki final act,” 
Mr. Minerbi said. He added that 
human rights issues—from the 
reunion of families and free emi- 
fration to the expression of 
religious belief—are of “grave 
"oncern to us.” 


Urges Implementing 


“We do hope that the provisions 
of the final act concerning the 
right to leave one's country, the 
reunification of families, the con- 
tribution of national minorities in 
the field of culture, will be im- 
Plemented fully, thus permitting 
Many Jews, particularly from the 
Soviet Union. to join their rela- 
tives in Israel." he said. 


In apparent reference to the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Euro- 
pean countries, Mr. Minerbi said, 
“In certain countries, Jews who 
want to avail themselves of these 
Solemnly guaranteed rights are 
constantly harassed by the au- 
thorities.” 

Egyptlan Ambassador Mourat 
Ghaleb, who followed the Israeli 
delegate, accused Israe] of human 
Tights violations, torture and arm- 
ed intervention. Mr. Ghaleb said 
that he was sorry the Palestinians 
were not represented at the Bel- 
grade conference and expressed 
hope the Palestinians will have 
their homeland.

form it takes.” 


Landatory Reaction 


BONN, Oct. 18 (IHT).—World- 
wide reaction to the liberation 
of the Lufthansa hostages was 
generally laudatory. However a 
statement by Japanese Premier 
Takeo Fukuda defended Tokyo's 
giving in to terrorist demands last 
month. 

Mr. Fukuda said that Japan 
could not have employed ‘tactics 
similar to the Germans’ when a 
Japan Air Lines plane was forced 
to Jand in Bangladesh, because 
such action could not have been 
taken by Japen in a foreign coun- 
try without its approval. . 

A Police source said that Ban- 
gladesh had insisted on its sov- 
ereignty during the JAL hijack- 
ing and had refused to allow the 
Japanese to contact the hijackers 
directly. 

However, Justice Minister Mit- 
suo Stoyama praised the German 
action, He was quoted earlier 
this month as saying that tough 
action even at the risk of blood- 
shed, was necessary to root out 
terrorism. 

Objective Agents 

In Moscow, the News Agency 
Tass blamed “right-wing forces” 
for the hijacking and said that 
actions by terrorists “who ob- 
jectively act as agents provoca- 
teurs for reaction are exploided 
ty the latter.” 

In Washington, a brief state- 
ment issued by the White House 
said: 

“The President feels that the 
West Germans have struck a blow 
for all of us who are vulnerable 
to this kind of terrorism. 

“He wishes that the partict- 
pants in the operation be com- 
mended an dthe Somalian gov- 
ernment thanked for tts co- 
operation’.' 


Bill Signed Extending 
Ford Staff Payments 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP). 
—President Carter announced to- 
day that he has signed a bill 
giving former President Gerald 
Ford an extra $54,000 annually 
to hire staff aides until Jan. 20, 
1980. 

The new law does not apply 
to former President Richard Nix- 


on. 

Under the legislation, Bf. Ford 
will have a staff allowance of 
$150,000 a year until the third 
anniversary of his departure 
from office. Without the new 
law. Mr. Ford's allowance would 
have been cut to $96,000 annually 
as of last July 20, the end of a 
six-month transition period.

Juan Carlos Decree Restores 
Catalonia Autonomy Counc 


MADRID, Oct. 18 UReuters).— 
Josep Tarradellas, 78, who lived 
in exile for 38 years, was aD 
pointed president of the newly 
restored autonomous government 
of Spain's Catalonia region by 
royal decree today. 

‘Mr. Tarradellas will choose 12 
members of an executive council 
to govern Catalonia, which is 
made up of the four north- 
eastern provinces of Barcelona, 
Gerona, Lerida and Tarragona. 

‘The council will be completed 
by four representatives, one from 
each of the provinces, which 
haye 8 combined population of 
almost 6 million. 

Wide Regional Powers 

The provisional re-establish- 
ment of the Catalonian govern- 
ment, or Generalitat, was sn- 
nounced by Premier Adolfo Suarez 
last month. It was the first step 
in the government's stated desire 
to change Franco's tightly cen- 
tralized regime into one giving 
wide regional powers. 

Mr. Tarradellas returns to Bar- 
celona from France Sunday and 
huge crowds are expected to wel- 
come him.

Senators Reject 
Carter Nominee

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (WP). 
—President Carter suffered 8 
sharp setback yesterday when 2 
key Senate committee Tojected 
his choice of 8 Massachusetts 
Institute of ‘Technology nuclear 
engineer, Kent Hansen, to be the 
fifth member of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. 

Mr. Hansen was rejected 7 to 
4 by the Senate Committee on 
Environment and Public Works 
after members objected that he 
Jacked experience in ‘nuclear 
reguiation and was insensitive to 
safety questions.

‘weapons gained fresh support on 
Capitol Hill when key senators 
and members of the House 
appeared in favor of an adminis- 
tration plan to take over owner~ 
ship of spent nuclear fuel.

Disturbance in Tavern 

‘The Houston case involves the 
death in May of Jose Campos 
‘Torres, 73, who was arrested after 
a disturbance in 8 tavern.

Bis body was found three days 
later. One of the six officers. a 
recruit, reported the incident to 
his superiors and the indictment 
of officers Terry ‘Denson and 
Stephen Orlando followed. The 
defendants contended that Torres 
had jumped into the water and 
that they saw him last as he 
swam away. 

The two officers were found 
guilty of negligent homicide and 
sentenced to a year m jail and 
$2,000 fines each. 

Killed in Police Car 

Two other recent cases have 
also aroused the Texas Chicano 
community. Twelve-year-old San- 
tos Rodriguez of Dallas was shot 
and killed by police officer Daryl 
Cain while he was handcuffed in 
a police car. The officer was con- 
victed of murder without malice 
and drew a five-year sentence. 

Juan Zuniga, who had been 
involved im a fight outside his 
cell, died of a ruptured spleen 
and other internal injuries in 
May at the Hudspeth County 
Jail, in Sierra Blanca, near El 
Paso. Mr. Sandoval and others 
who have investigated the case 
have accused the county sheriff 
and his wife, a deputy, with as- 
saulting Zuniga. The sheriff and 
his deputies have not been in- 
dicted by 8 state grand jury, and 
there (bas been no subsequent 
action.

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Clearing the Way to Canal Treaties 


The clarifying statement by Presidents 
Carter and Torrijos on the pending Panama 
Canal treaties should deflate the opposition 
In Congress and clear a path for their ap- 
proval by the Senate. One can never be sure 
in this emotional realm what nationalistic 
or partisan dreams will next be imposed On 
so sensitive an exercise in dinlomacy. but as 
Sen. Rebert Byrd, the majority leader, has 
cbserved, the joint interpretation by the two 
leaders last Friday “goes to the heart of the 
objections that have been raised and that 
can be raised.” 

Having found-no errors of commission in 
the language of the treaties, the critics had 
trained their guns on supposed errors of 
omission— points of vagueness that were 
allered to leave intolerable loopholes. But 
the main cbjections centered on two issues: 
the rights of the Un.’ τὰ States to defend the 
neutrality of the canal by force, if necessary, 
after the year 2000 and the enduring right 
of American +12 vessels to enjoy priority 
passage. particular'y in case of emergency. 
Rep. Philip Craz:e c! Jiinols, a leading House 
eritic, wrote that his “most supstantial” con~- 
cern was about the “Incredible discrepancy 
between President Carter's interpretation of 
the treaties and that of the Panamanian 
government.” Senator Robert Dole, another 
leader of the opposition, struck the same 
theme. 

It is true that the words sometimes used 
by Panamanian spokesmen encouraged these 
concerns. But Gen. Torrijos offered the best. 
explanation for the semantic divergences 
when he referred to the problems of selling 
the same treaty product in two different 
markets. He made substantial concessions 
in the negotiations—so substantial that rati- 
fication by Panama might even be in ques- 


tion now if Its political system were as open 
as our own. Panamanian audiences have 
teen soothed with words chosen to minimize 
the concessions, but there was never much 
doubt that botb governments well understood 
what the treaty terms actually meant. 

In any case, whatever doubt remained 


- should now have beén dispelled. On the two 


most disputed points, the statement Mr. Car- 
ter and Gen. Torrijos made is clear and 
uneguivecal, The United States has “the 
Tight to act against any aggression or threat 
directed against the peaceful transit of ves- 
sels through the canal” provided only that 
such action shall be aimed not at interven- 
ing in Panamanian affairs but “at insuring 
that the canal will remain open, secure and 
accesstble.” And United States warships ans 
auxiliary vessels will be entitled to passage 
through the canal “as quickly as possible, 
without any impediment, with expedited 
treatment, and in case of need or emergency, 
to go to the head of the line of vessels in 
order to transit the canal rapidly.” 

President Carter has gone the extra step 
to meet legitimate concerns in the Senate. 
Gen. Torrijos has gone further, demonstrat- 
ing a willingness to take considerable polit- 
ical heat at home to help the package 
through the Senate. The treaties can thus 
be recognized for what they were all along, 
one of the United States’s great achievements 
in recent hemisphere diplomacy. They 
promise increased security for the canal, 
greater-economic development and stability 
in Central America and elimination of a dis- 
turbing -issue throughout Latin America. 
Thelr rejection now would be a disaster for 
United States interests and prestige.

U.S. Business Confidence 


Despite his assaulf on the oil industry, 
President Carter has tried diligently to boost 
the confidence of businessmen in his admin- 
istration. He pledged to balance the federal 
budget—a conservative doctzine not heard in 
Keynesian Washingion for decades. He 
dropped his plan for a $50 tax rebate lest 
the deficit grow. He ruled out wage-price 
controls. And he defied his friends in orga- 
nized labor on common situs picketing and 
the minimum wage. ᾿ 

No matter. The fragile eggshell that is 
“business confidence” has cracked. The sur- 
veys say so. The sagging stock market says 
so. Industry's failure to spend heavily on 
new plant capacity says so, Business’s pro- 
longed sulk has so worried President Carter's 
economists that thetr proposed tax reform 
would include a heavy dose of tax cuts for 
business as well as individuals. What began 
primarily as a plan to reform taxes has 
become in recent weeks 2 plan to cut taxes 
to boost the economy and the confidence of 
business. 

Tax reform for its cwn sake is a critica! 
national need. But we sympathize with the 
administration's concern about business mo- 
rale. The world has become a more uncer- 
tain place for business since the oil em- 
bargo in 1973. Unless corporations sharply 
increase investment in the months ahead. 
the 3i-month-old economic expansion surely 
will end in 1978. with unemployment still 
high. Investment has been unusually weak 
during the recovery period. 

- * * 

Some of the recent business gloom is surely 
temporary, the nabural reaction of conser- 
vative Republicans eyeing a little-known 
Democratic President. Some οὐ it results 
from the confusing barrage of provocative 
policy initiatives that the White House fired 
off, perhaps too fast, to Congress.

Business never dreamed that could happen. 
now business has nightmares about it hap- 
pening again. Only time, if anything, will 
restore the faith, 

There remains, however, a more worrisome 
reason for the low business morale—the de- 


cline in corporate profits. Profits can be 
measured in many ways; economists quarrel 
aver the details. But most now believe that 
business simply became less profitable start- 
ing in the mid-1950s. Investments no longer 
pay off as well as they used to for compa- 
nies and stockholders. This is ἃ much more 
cbjective reason for the reluctance to invest 
and may explain some of the hedging on 
outlays during the current expansion. The 
quickest way to boost profitability somewhat 


and to encourage more investment is to cut © 


taxes. Still. Mr. Carter should not expect 
a tax cut—or the promise of one—to sweep 
away the doubts. A tax cut may help sus- 
taln the economy, but it will not greatly 
alter the business climate around the coun- 
try or overseas.

Not only are profits down but profits of 
any size are much less certain today than 9 
decade ago. Economists talk of a rise in 
“risk premiums.” In 8 world where a power- 
ful off cartel can quadruple fuel prices or 
cut off critical supplies at will, business plan- 
ning {s extremely difficult. In an interna- 
tional monetary system still groping to cope 
with the huge transfers of funds caused by 
the oll crisis. the future must be worrisome. 
In an economy where inflation and unem- 
ployment defy the old rules and rise together, 
other goblins are bound to haunt business. 
In a world where international competition 
has intensified, it’s tougher for American 
dusiness to envision new markets. 

With so many cross-cutrents churning the 
waters, no wonder business fears the future. 
Consumers and stockholders do too. But 
tousinessmen should be no strangers to risk. 
Capitalism has been built on their skill at 
discerning and running risks. 

The crystal ball is certainly no darker now 
than at the end of World War I, when most 
analysts expected depression. Then, business 
shook off the doubts and led the nation to 
an unprecedented expansion. The tax cut 
may improve the mood of the moment, but 
it cannot, alone, restore business's confidence 
in the future, and in itself. Only business 
can do that.

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Observer 
From Groaner to Pelvis 
By Russell Baker 


EY YORK.—The grieving for 

Etvis Presley and the com- 
mercial exploitation of his death 
was still mot ended when we heard 
of Bing Crosby's death the other 
day. Here is a generational puzzle. 
Those of an age to mourn Elvis 
TMust marvel that 
their elders could 
Teally have cared 
about Bing, just 
as the Crosby 
generation a few 
Weeks ago won- 
dered what all 
the to-do was 
about when Elvis 
died. 


Bach man was 
& mass culture 
hero to his gener- 
ation, but it tells us something 
of the difference between genera- 
tions thst each man’s admirers 
would be hard-pressed to under- 
stand why the other could mean 
very much to his devotees.

There were similarities [πὶ 
ovght to tell us something. Boch 
came from obscurity to national 
Tecognition while quite young and 
became very rich, Both lacked 
formal music education and went 
on ta movie careers despite lack 
of acting skills. Eoth developed 
distinctive musical styles which 
were originally scorned by critics 
aid subsequently studied as pio- 
neer developments in the art of 
popular song. 

In short, each man’s career fol- 
lowed the mythic rags-to-triumph 
pattern in which adversity 15 con- 
quered. detractors are given their 
comeuppance and estates. fancy 
fars and world tours become the 
reward cf perseverance. Tradi- 
tloncily, this was supposed to be 
the history of the American busi- 
ness striver, but in our era of 
committe: capitalism it occurs 
most often in the mass entertain- 
ment field, and so we look less 
and less to the beard room for 
our heroes and more and more 
toe the micrephone. 

Both Crosby and Presley were 
creations of the microphone. It 
made it possible for people with 
frail voices not only te be heard 
beyond the third row but also to 
caress millions. Crosby was among 
the first to understand that the 
microphone made it possible to 
sing to muttitudes by singing to 
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ἃ single person in a small room. 

Presley cuddied his microphone 
ike a lover. With Crosby the 
microphone was usually conceal- 
ed, but Presley brought it out on 
stage, detached it from its fit- 
ting, stroked it, pressed it to his 
mouth. It was a surrogate for 
his listener and he made love to 
it unashamedly, 

The difference between Presley 
and Crosby, however, reflected 
generational differences which 
spoke of changing values in Amer- 
fean life. Crosby's music was 
socthing. Presley's was disturb- 
ing. It 15 too easy to be glib 
about this, to say that Crosby 
was singing to, first, Depression 
America and, then, to wartime 
America, and that his audiences 
had all the disturbance they could 
handle in thelr daily lives without 
buying more at the record shop 
and movie theater. 

Elvis was unseemly, loud, gau- 
dy, sexual—that gyrating pelvis 
—in ahort, disturbing, He not 
only disturbed parents wha 
thought music was a soothing by 
Crosby, but also reminded their 
young that they were full of the 
turmoil of youth and an appetite 
for excitement. 

Although many of Presley's 
songs were highly lyrical, in moat 
cases it wasn't the words that 
moved audiences, it was the 
“sound.” Rock ‘n' roll, of which 
he was the great popularizer, wes 
a “sound” event. Song stopped 
being song and turned into 
“sound,” αὖ least until the Beatles 
came along and solved the prob- 
Jem of making words sing to the 
new beat. 


Thus a group like the Rolling 
Stones, whose lyrics ere often 
elaborate, seem to the Crosby- 
tuned ear to be shooting only gib- 
berish, a sort of accompanying 
background noise in a “sound” 
experience. The Crosby genera- 
tion has trouble hearing rock be- 
cause they make the mistake of 
trying to understand the wards. 
The Presley generation has 
trouble with Crosby because they 
find the sound unstimulating and 
cannot be touched ‘by the inanity 
of the words. The mutual deafness 
may be a measure of how far we 
have come from really troubled 
times and of how deeply we have 
come to mistrust the value of 
words,
